Cleveland, Ohio, Nov. 12.—Senator 


Hanna has returned here after a 
brief visit to New York. He expects 
to remain in this city until congress 
convenes. 


In discussing the coming session of 


that body, Mr. Hanna said: 


"Congress this year -will have some 


very important duties to perform. 
Three great bills, the Nicaraguan 
canal bill, the army bill and the ship 
subsidy bill are all to come before it. 
The Ndcaraguan commission will 
make its report early in the session 
and the debate in the senate will 
probably begin early. 


"1 presume there will be changes 


of some importance in the bill. It is 
reasonable to suppose that a lapse of 
several months has made a difference 
in the sentiment of the people on the 
bill and a change in some of its main 
features will be the natural result. 
The Costa (Rican treaty,especially, in- 
volved us in considerable uiinculty 
and the Costa Rican government had 
to be consulted with," 


Wihen asked with what measures 


he would most interest himself dur- 
ing the session, Senator Hanna said: 


"I have no pet measures this year 


and shall take no particular interest 
in any of the bills before congress. 
Perhaps I am as much interested in 
Senator Prye's ship subsidy bill as 
in any." 


BIG ARMY IS ASSUMED. 


Washington, 
Nov. 
12.— Senator 


Proctor, of the senate committee on 
military affairs, and Adjutant 0eii- 
eral Gorton, of the war department, 
held an informal conference with the 
president Saturday, relative to the 
legislation to be asked of congress in 
connection ^ith the proposed increase 
of the regular army, "Under the ex- 
isting law," said Senator Proctor, at 
the conclusion of the conference, "the 
present strength of the army— 65,- 
000 regulars and 35,000 volunteers- 
will "be reduced on the first day of 
next July to 27,000 regulars. This is 
an absurdly small number, and 
congress will be asked by the presi- 
dent to reorganize the army upon a 
larger basis. It will be impossible to 
keep any troops in the Philippines 
unless the army is increased, to Bay 
nothing of the garrisons for the forts 
in this country. 
My own judgment 


is that congress will provide a regu- 
lar army of about 55,000 or 60,000 
men, with discretion to the president 
to raise the total to 100,000 if he 
finds the larger number necessary. 
1 have no doubt that this legislation 
will be enacted at the coming ses- 
sion,"

Proctor, of the senate committee on 
military affairs, and Adjutant Gen- 
eral Corbin, of the war department, 
held an informal conference with the 
president Saturday, relative to the 
legislation to be asked of congress in 
connection with the proposed increase 
of the regular army. "Under the ex- 
isting law," said Senator Proctor, at 
the conclusion of the canference, "the 
present strength of the army—65,- 
000 regulars and 35,000 volunteers- 
will be reduced on the first day of 
next July to 27,000 regulars. Tills is 
an ahsurdly small number, and 
congress will be asked by the presi- 
dent to reorganize the army upon a 
larger basis. It will be impossible to 
keep any troops in the Philippines 
unless the army is increased, to say 
nothing of the garrisons for the forts 
in this country. 
My own judgment 


is tliat congress will provide a regu- 
lar army of about 55.000 or 60,000 


men, 
with discretion to the president 


to raise the total to 100,000 if ho 
finds the larger number necessary. 
1 have no doubt that this legislation 
will be enacted at the coining ses- 
sion." 


NEEDS OF THE NAVY. 


Washington, Nov. 12.—The startl- 


ing statement is made in the report 
of Admiral Crowmiishield, chief of 
'the navigation bureau, that the pres- 
ent personnel of the navy would form 
barely one-fourth of the totnl estab- 
lishment necessary to fight a first- 
class European power. It barely suf- 
ficed for the Spanish war, and no lon- 
ger can Tie considered, the report says,
